Just Recognition for Women. When 
we turn to our calendars to mark Febru- 
ary 23 as a red letter day, let us note 
another memorable day in our shortest 
month. Although February 15 may not 
be marked in red letters it should be 
remembered as the birth anniversary of 
Susan B. Anthony. How little we realize 
that every woman who goes to college, 
every woman who holds a position, every 
woman who votes, owes her privilege in 
a large part to Susan B. Anthony. 


As we review the work of the Women’s 
Centennial Congress in evaluating the 
progress women have made during the 
past century, we are impressed anew 
with the fact that only recently have 
women enjoyed some measure of equality 
with men. We can gain increased appre- 
ciation of the contributions of women 
by reading the books mentioned in an 
annotated list of ten good books on 
Women in the United States During the 
Past Century, which may be had on re- 
quest from the national headquarters of 
the American Association of University 
Women, 1634 I Street, Washington, D. 
C. We can get a new conception of our 
place in the modern world from Mary 
Ritter Beard’s study guide, A Changing 
Political Economy As It Affects Women, 
which is available from A.A.U.W. at 
fifty cents a copy. 

It behooves us to preserve these gains 
that women have made and to carry on 
the struggle for recognition which should 
be accorded as a matter of right. Only 
in America do women still maintain the 
dignity and reverence earned through 
service and sacrifice. If we should ever 
be deprived of the position and the privi- 
leges which we now enjoy, we as teachers 


should deem ourselves partially responsi- 
ble for such a catastrophe. 

Let us translate into vital action the 
words of our object, “to bring about 
just recognition of the services of woman 
teachers and just conditions of work for 
women engaged in teaching, to the end 
of a gradual reduction and final elimina- 
tion of discriminations against women, 
as compared with men, engaged in the 
work of education.” 

“May the New Year be a happy one 
to you, happy to many more whose hap- 
piness depends on you.”

THE DELTA KAPPA GAMMA 
SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 1941 


N FUTURE, a brief summary about 

all Delta Kappa Gamma Scholarships 
for the current year will be carried in 
the first three issues of the Bulletin, this 
information appearing immediately after 
the Message from the National Presi- 
dent. 


Inquiries from chapters are sometimes 
made as to whether their scholarship 
funds may be used for various purposes, 
such as charity, loans to young students, 
aid in war work, etc. The Constitution is 
very specific on this subject, and not 
even the National President or the Ex- 
excutive Board may make a ruling con- 
trary to the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. (See Article XI.) 

(1) A chapter may give its scholar- 
ship fund to the scholarship fund of 
either the National or the State organ- 
ization. 

(2) No scholarship fund may be used 
as a loan-fund. 


(3) A chapter may place its scholar- 
ship fund at interest, add the interest to 
the principal, and gradually amass a 
foundation for either a $1,500 foundation 
or a $6,000 foundation for a scholarship. 

(4) All Delta Kappa Gamma scholar- 
ships are gifts, not loans. 

There has been completed a founda- 
tion for one National scholarship, called 
the Annie Webb Blanton National Delta 
Kappa Gamma Award. Any member of 
Delta Kappa Gamma who can use this 
scholarship for post-graduate work be- 
yond the master’s degree, is eligible to 
receive this award. At present the award 
is $1,000. The recipient may use this 
for a year’s study in any university ap- 
proved by the National Scholarship Com- 
mittee. Requests for blank forms and 
information sheets should be sent to the 
Executive Secretary, Annie Webb Blan- 
ton, 1909 Cliff St., Austin, Texas. Ap- 
plications, properly filled out, with pic- 
ture of the applicant, and all informa- 
tion required, should be in the hands of 
the National President, Dr. Emma Rein- 
hardt, 859 Eleventh St., Charleston, Illi- 
nois, before the first of March, 1941. 


(See the Report of the Scholarship Com- 
mittee, November Bulletin, 1939, pp. 17- 
18.) 


Texas and Louisiana are the only 
states that have completed state scholar- 
ships. Texas has two Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma scholarships in the University of 
Texas; namely the Annie Webb Blanton 
and the Eula Lee Carter Texas Delta 
Kappa Gamma scholarships with founda- 
tions of $6,000 each. These are both 
long-session scholarships, and each gives 
the recipient $30 per month for eight 
months. Preference is given to graduate 
students and to those having high rec- 
ords in college. Applications for blanks 
and other information, should be sent 
to the Texas State President, Mrs. Sadie 
Ray Powell, 542 Chicago Blvd., San An- 
tonio, Texas. All applications, properly 
filled out, with the information required, 
and the picture of the applicant should 
be in the hands of the president before 
April 15, 1941. Only Texas members of 
Delta Kappa Gamma are eligible to re- 
ceive these scholarships. 


Texas has, as yet, no provision for 
summer school scholarships; but in cases 
where the income of the two funds is 
safficient to provide for summer session 
scholarships, in addition to the long ses- 
sion scholarships, the committee will 
award one or more summer’ school 
scholarships. Those desiring to have 
such scholarships, if they should be 
available, should file applications and 
all required information: with the State 
President before April 15, 1941. 

In case there should be no qualified ap- 
plicants for the long-session scholarships 
by April 15, 1941, the Scholarship Com- 
mittee will request permission of the 
1941 Texas State convention, to use the 
income of these two long-session schol- 
arships for summer-session scholarships 
for the summer of 1941. Those desiring 
either long session or summer school 
session scholarships should complete 
their applications, and have all informa- 
tion in the hands of the State President 
before April 15, 1941. 

The Gamma Chapter of Houston, 
Texas, has a summer-school scholarship 
in the University of Houston, open to 
members of that chapter; it is called 
the Mamie Sue Bastian Scholarship, and 
pays to the recipient $60 for the sum- 
mer session. Application for blanks 
should be made to the chapter president, 
Mrs. Holley Field, 582 Euclid Avenue, 
Houston, Texas. All materials relating to 
the application should reach the Presi- 
dent before May 31, 1941. 

There has been completed a $1500 
foundation for Louisiana’s first summer 
session scholarship. This fund has been 
entrusted to Tulane University and 
named the May A. Allen Delta Kappa 
Gamma Scholarship. A small amount 
will be available for the summer session 
of 1941. Requests for blanks and other 
information should be sent to the Louisi- 
ana State President, Mrs. Lilian G. Mc- 
Cook, 416 Jefferson St., Natchitoches, 


. 
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Louisiana. All applications, properly 
filled out with the information required, 
and the picture of the applicant should 
be in the hands of the President before 
May 1, 1941. Only a Louisiana member 
of Delta Kappa Gamma is eligible to 
receive this scholarship and it must be 
used at Tulane University. 

Chapter presidents are requested to 
call the attention of their members at 
once to the above information, which will 
also appear in the issue for March. 
Applicants who fail to send in blanks 
and the required information by the 
date set have only themselves to blame 
when they are not considered for these 
scholarship awards. 

The Bulletin, if given the information, 
will be glad to carry the announcement 
of other Delta Kappa Gamma scholar- 
ships to be awarded in 1941.

If, in the opinion of the committee, 
the essays submitted are not of such a 
nature as to warrant the organization 
in awarding prizes, the committee may 
recommend that prizes shall not be given. 


Chapter Elections of Officers 


page seems to be, in some chapters, 
an erroneous notion that a chapter 
shall elect new officers at any time when 
those in office end a two-year term. 


Section 9 of Article II of the By-laws 
provides, “The election of chapter offi- 
cers shall take place biennially in the 
odd-numbered years. The election shall 
be held either in the month of May or 
the month of September, the choice to 
be made by chapter vote. The Executive 
Secretary recalls that, in the making of 
the Constitution and By-laws, the month 
of May was chosen, because the com- 
mittee held that chapters ought to con- 
tinue their work until the first of June, 
and that this provision would contribute 
towards this end. Later on, September 
was urged as a more desirable month 
for elections on the ground that, in this 
month, teachers had moved to the place 
where they would live during the school 
year, and a chapter would not be placed 
at a disadvantage in electing officers who 
would have moved out of the chapter’s 
territory. Accordingly, in amending the 
By-laws, September was added as a 
month in which chapter elections might 
be held. 

Later a ruling was made that, if the 
chapter officers had not served for one 
full year at the time set in the By-laws 
and chosen by the chapter as its election 
month, no election should be held that 
year, and the same officers should hold- 
over untii the time for the next biennial 
election of chapter officers. 

Section 9 of Article II further pro- 
vides for adjustment to the biennial elec- 
tions by the following provision: “In 
case the time herein set for the regular 
elections shall result in the service of 
any corps of officers for a longer or a 
shorter period than that fixed in the 
Constitution, it shall rest with each or- 
ganization, chapter, state, or national, 
to determine whether such officers shall 
serve for one, three, or five years.” A 
service for five years, might result as 
follows: Officers who had served one 
year might be re-elected for a regular 
two-year term. Then, if a chapter so de- 
sired it might re-elect these same officers 
for another two-year term, on the ground 


that, at the time of the election, they 
had not served two full terms of two 
years each. 


Since 1941 is an odd-numbered year, 
it is chapter-election year. 

The practice of some chapters in hav- 
ing a nominating committee report a 
long time before the election, and as- 
suming that nomination is equivalent to 
election, may prove embarrassing. A 
nominating committee should remember 
that actual election is by the chapter and 
not by the committee, and that any mem- 
ber has a right to make nomination from 
the floor. Those whom a committee nom- 
inates might not be elected. 

A ruling of the National Board, last 
March, applying to National officers, is 
a good one for states and chapters to 
follow. This provided that new officers 
shall take office October 1, at the be- 
ginning of the new fiscal year. Such a 
plan would not preclude the making of 
plans for the new year by the president- 
elect. In the absence of a ruling applica- 
ble to all organizations, however, each 
state and each chapter, may decide for 
itself, when its new officers shall take 
office. 


The duty devolves upon the retiring 
president to send immediately after the 
election, the names and addresses of new- 
ly elected officers to her State President, 
to her State Executive Secretary (if 
any); to the National President; and to 
the National Executive Secretary. Fail- 
ure to do this results in much delay in 
effective fall activities. 


It should be noted that, according 
to a recent amendment, chapter treasur- 
ers are not nominated by the nominating 
committee and elected by the chapter, 
but are chosen by the chapter’s execu- 
tive board, and may be placed by the 


‘board on either definite or indefinite 


tenure. (See Section 7, Article VI, of 
the Constitution.)

Principles of Selection in the Choice 
of Chapter Officers 


A chapter election should not be under- 
taken hastily without due considera- 
tion. It is the duty, as well as the privi- 
lege of members, to give thought to the 
matter, and to make a choice of chap- 
ter officers with but one idea in mind— 
that of insuring efficient performance of 
the duties of the several offices. Most of 
the work of Delta Kappa Gamma, its 
most important duties, are carried on 
in the chapter. It is especially vital that 
each chapter shall make a wise choice 
of president. It is a true saying, “As is 
the president, so is the chapter”. We 
have chapters that have died, become ex- 
tinct, because of an unwise choice of 
president. We have chapters that have 
re-elected for a second term, presidents 
who were notoriously inefficient in a 
first term. Such instances show a lack 
of a proper sense of responsibility on 
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the part of chapter members. Any mem- 
ber who will accept the important posi- 
tion of chapter president and neglect to 
perform the duties of her office, is con- 
tributing to neglect of duty on the part 
of chapter members. 

The Delta Kappa Gamma Society has, 
in the past, conformed to the idea that, 
in the nomination of officers, certain 
principles should be considered by those 
making nominations: 

1. First is the idea that only those 
should be nominated who have, to a 
marked degree, the qualifications needed 
to discharge efficiently the duties of the 
office which they will be expected to as- 
sume. Fitness for the position should be 
the first consideration in making a choice 
for any office. And this is especially 
true of the office of president. Qualities 
of leadership, poise, a good speaking 
voice, discriminating judgment, a strong 
sense of justice, a likable personality, 
ability to stimulate others to work, are 
characteristics essential in winning and 
holding the following necessary to suc- 
cess in the highest office of a fraternity. 


2. Another consideration in the past 
has been recognition of past services. It 
is almost a truism to assert that future 
accomplishments may, to a large degree, 
be predicted from past achievements. It 
seems evident, then, that it is the part 
of wisdom to select officers from among 
those who, previously, have proved their 
ability and their willingness to make 
sacrifices for the programs and the 
achievements of Delta Kappa Gamma. 
This principle encourages efficient serv- 
ice. 
3. There is also to be considered the 
principle of a fair distribution of offices 
to different sections, and to different 
groups, somewhat in proportion to the 


membership of the several sections. No’ 


one would contend that this should be 
the paramount principle in view, in the 
selection of officers. But, other things 
being equal, such as qualifications and 
past services, justice demands appor- 
tioning the offices with some considera- 
tion to the matter of representing the 
several parts of the chapter’s territory, 
and representing teachers in different 
types of work, as far as may be con- 
sistent with more important principles, 
with a fair consideration of the number 
of members, and of the activities of 
each section and of each group. 

4. Another consideration, particularly 
. with regard to the offices of president 
and of treasurer, is that of the amount 
of leisure time which such officers will 
be able to devote to the duties of the 
office. For these two offices, at least, no 
member should be selected who will be 
unable to take from her school duties 
time sufficient to discharge with fair 
efficiency the functions of her office. The 
interests of Delta Kappa Gamma should 
be paramount to the desire to confer 
honor upon any individual member. 

5. And, perhaps last, is the demo- 
cratic principle of rotation in office. This 


is secured to each organization by the 
provision of the Constitution, which 
makes an officer ineligible to more than 
two consecutive terms. If the conditions 
of the organization are such, and the 
work of the officer has been such, that 
those making nominations conceive it 
to be for the interests of the organiza- 
tion to continue an officer for two terms, 
the officer may be renominated for a sec- 
ond term, but for no longer period, ex- 
cept under conditions where the term 
expiring has not been a full term. 

It should never be considered a reflec- 
tion upon any officer not to be nominated 
for a second term. One of our purposes 
is to develop leadership, and, sometimes, 
committees feel that leadership is best 
developed by giving many members a 
chance to exercise qualities of leadership 
in the several offices. 


OUR CALENDAR 
February 


HIS is the month in which chapters 

and states pay the subscriptions to 
the Bulletin. The states pay 25 cents for 
each state honorary member. The chap- 
ters pay 25 cents for each chapter hon- 
orary member and 25 cents each for ten 
active members. This is a favorite 
month to hold the second initiation re- 
quired by the Constitution of all chap- 
ters that have not filled their quotas. 
This is a month in which Delta Kappa 
Gamma parties may be enlivened by a 
patriotic theme, or by the Valentine 
theme. It should be remembered that all 
materials for the March Bulletin should 
reach Austin by the first of February. 
All chapters that have had no news let- 
ters in the Bulletin should send letters 
for this issue; and, in addition, chapters 
of the name Beta, Delta, Zeta, Theta, 
Kappa, Mu, Xi, Pi, Sigma, Upsilon, Chi, 
Omega, and combinations of these names 
with the prefixes, Alpha, Beta, and Gam- 
ma; as, Alpha Beta; Beta Beta; Gamma 
Beta; Alpha Delta, Beta Delta, Gamma 
Delta, etc. 


March 


This is a good month to begin to in- 
struct members about the importance of 
the information needed for the Biennial 
Directory, to be published in the fall of 
1941. At each meeting, from the first of 
March on, the chapter president should 
impress upon all members the important 
requirement that each member is to 
send to her chapter president, not later 
than September 10, information as to 
her address and her teaching position on 
that date. Each state president should 
see that this matter is explained at the 
state convention.. This is the month 
when State Presidents’ messages and 
chapter news letters must be prepared 
for the June Bulletin. Materials for the 
June Bulletin must reach Austin by 
April 7. Since ali chapters are required 


to send two news letters per year to the 
Bulletin, State Presidents should, in this 
month, check up on the news letters of 
their chapters, and remind them of this 
requirement. 


April 


This is a favorite month for state con- 
ventions and regional meetings. Presi- 
dents planning State conventions should 
remember that state elections of officers 
may not be held in the odd-numbered 
years. This is a good month for the 
State President to ascertain if her com- 
mittee on the State’s Pioneer Doll has 
selected a Pioneer teacher to be repre- 
sented at the National convention, and 
to push the work of preparing this fig- 
urine.

Business Is Business; Attitude of 
National Headquarters 


ii should be clearly understood by all 

chapter and state presidents and by 
all members that, where our business 
matters are concerned, there should be a 
frank attitude of accepting information 
about business matters, not as criticism, 
but as a means of information, that our 
business may be transacted as efficiently 
and as expeditiously as possible. 

In order that this may be done, the 
National office has set up certain proce- 
dures for treasurers and for those who 
send contributions to the Bulletin. Where 
these procedures are not followed, we 
assume that the person concerned does 
not know the procedure, and a circular 
or a letter of information is sent. This 
is intended, not as a criticism, but as a 
means of information, and should not 
involve hurt feelings of any kind. If 
the editor must spend from fifteen min- 
utes to half an hour in identifying a 
news letter or a payment of a bill, her 
proper procedure is to inform the per- 
son who caused the unnecessary work 
or loss of time. She well understands 
that the omissions of needed information 
were not intentional; she does not cen- 
sure those in error; she merely sends in- 
formation that will prevent recurrence of 
such omissions. If chapters or states fail 
to pay their bills, in sending reminders 
every six weeks till the bills are paid 
(This is what the National office does 
regularly) the Executive Secretary is 
merely sending a courteous reminder of 
the manifest duty of each organization— 
to meet its financial obligations. If con- 
tributions for the Bulletin are sent in 
long hand or are written on both sides 
of the paper, this is usually done by 
new chapter presidents or new commit- 
tees. If there is time, the contribution 
is returned to the writer, with a polite 
request that the material be typed and 
be written on only one side of the paper. 
If there is not time, it is copied in the 
National office and used, but the writer 
is sent the needed information, to be 
followed next time. 
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And what is our attitude when we are 
in the wrong? It is that we regret our 
mistakes. We thank those. who call our 
attention to them. Such notices or letters 
do not hurt our feelings. We welcome 
them as an opportunity to correct our 
mistakes. If your materials ordered ar- 
rive in bad shape, or fail to arrive within 
ten days after an order has been sent, 
if you notify us, we will replace 
injured materials, and we will fill the 
order at once, and make investigations 
later. If an error is made in a bill, we 
wish to be notified, and shall do all in 
our power to correct the error. Three- 
fourths of the mistakes as to bills are 
due to failure on the part of treasurers 
to send the check to the right person or 
to return the bill to the National Treas- 
urer, along with the check. Every bill 
carries full information for the treasurer. 
Some of these errors are the fault of the 
Executive Secretary. She is sorry that 
she makes mistakes sometimes; she is 
not offended when informed of them; 
and she does her best to correct them. 
If members, or chapters, fail to receive 
the Bulletin, the editor is grateful to 
those who inform her of such cases. We 
send the Bulletin and investigate as to 
the cause. We cannot know that the 
Bulletin has failed to reach any one, un- 
less we are informed of the fact. 


State and chapter presidents should 
not send telegrams, collect, to the Na- 
tional Headquarters, unless specifically 
authorized to do so by the National 
President or the National Executive Sec- 
retary. If the National officer is at fault, 
pay for the telegram, state the facts, 
and ask for a refund. 


The National organization pays ordi- 
nary mail and express charges on pack- 
ages. It does not pay air mail or special 
delivery charges. If you order that sup- 
plies be sent by air mail or special de- 
livery, the supplies will be sent, and the 
extra charges added to the bill. In cases 
where air-mail charges would amount to 
more than $5.00, packages will not be 
sent by air mail, unless the one send- 
ing the order states that she knows the 
probable amount of the charges. 


It is a mistaken notion that penalties 
for nonconformance to specified proce- 
dures can or will be inflicted by any one. 
No one has authority to inflict penalties 
other than those prescribed by the Con- 
stitution. Materials for the Bulletin are 
used if they reach the office before the 
Bulletin pages are made up; after that 
they are not used, because they cannot 
go in; not because a dilatory writer 
should be penalized. This is a natural 
penalty, like missing a train, because one 
failed to get on before the train left. 
No one ever fails to receive the Bulletin 
because the chapter president failed to 
send the list of addresses or to pay the 
chapter’s bills. The Bulletin sometimes 
fails to reach members, through one of 
three causes: (1) the member has moved, 
did not send her new address, and did 
not arrange with her own post office to 


have her mail forwarded; (2) the post 
office is at fault; the Bulletin was lost 
or is still lying at the post office undeliv- 
ered; (3) the National office is at fault. 
Errors of these three kinds can be cor- 
rected, if notification is sent. 

The Executive Secretary desires to 
apologize for two types of delay. In 
some cases answers to lettérs are de- 
layed through her absence from town 
or through pressure of work in the office. 
She cannot make long trips out of the 
state and keep up with correspondence 
at the same time; though, where possi- 
ble, she answers letters on the train; 
and, from the first of the month to 
the tenth, in the months preceding 
an issue of the Bulletin, her time must 
be devoted to the editing of the Bulletin, 
which, as we grow, is a task of con- 
stantly increasing difficulty. 

Correspondence and the making out 
of bills must necessarily be secondary 
to out-of-town trips and editing the 
Bulletin. In the course of time, every 
letter will be answered, and every bill 
will inevitably reach you. Please accept 
delays as sometimes necessary.

Payment of Subscriptions for the 
Bulletin 


ee for subscriptions to the Bulletin 
will be mailed out the first of Febru- 
ary. All members of Delta Kappa Gamma 
should understand the reasons for these 
bills. 

The Post Office Department requires 
that, in order to maintain its classifica- 
tion as second-class mail matter, the 
Bulletin shall require and collect a sub- 
scription of twenty-five cents from each 
member. The National organization, 
therefore, in its appropriation for the 
Bulletin, sets aside, from the income of 
the Permanent Fund, twenty-five cents 
for each life member. It also sets aside, 
as a subscription to the Bulletin, twenty- 
five cents, annually, from the dues paid 
to the National organization by other 
members. 


But there are three cases in which 
chapters and states pay no dues to the 
National organization; these are as fol- 
lows: 


(1) States pay no dues for State Hon- 
orary members. 

(2) Chapters pay no dues for Chapter 
Honorary members. 

(3) Chapters pay no dues for ten of 
their active members; they are permit- 
ted to keep all of the dues of ten active 
members each year. 

Accordingly, in order to keep its clas- 
sification as second-class mail matter, 
the Bulletin must collect as subscriptions, 
from each state, twenty-five cents for 
each honorary member, and from each 


chapter, twenty-five cents each for ten 
active members, and twenty-five cents 
for each chapter honorary member. The 
National organization expects that each 
member will read the Bulletin and keep 
informed as to Delta Kappa Gamma 
affairs. It, therefore, provides that our 
official news organ shall be sent to all 
members. 


Without these subscriptions, moreover, 
the National organization could not sup- 
port the Bulletin. 


It seems to be a habit of Delta Kappa 
Gamma members to think of our Na- 
tional organization as a rich body with 
limitless resources. This is far from the 
truth. Aside from initiation fees, which 
are paid but once, and of which, in case 
of chapter members, the National or- 
ganization receives but one-fourth, the 
remaining three-fourths going to the 
chapter and the state, the National or- 
ganization receives annually 75 cents per 
member. Of this 25 cents per year goes 
back to the member in her four copies 
of the Bulletin. This leaves 50 cents per 
member used by the National organiza- 
tion to carry on its work. It should also 
be remembered that each chapter keeps 
all of the three-dollar annual dues for 
ten members. At present Delta Kappa 
Gamma has about 4,000 members for 
whom the National organization receives 
no dues at all, ten per chapter making a 
large number in the aggregate. This is 
about one-third of our total of mem- 
bers, because many chapters are small. 
It should also be remembered that one- 
fourth of the total National net income 
from fees goes into the Permanent Fund. 
It is true that each member pays a schol- 
arship fee of one dollar. Of this, how- 
ever, only twenty cents of each dollar 
goes to the National Scholarship Fund. 
In addition, the National organization 
furnishes certain materials free to all 
chapters, and additional materials free 
to new chapters for one year. Other ma- 
terials are furnished at as nearly at cost 
as possible. The writer is requesting 
that each chapter president read this 
paragraph to her chapter early in the 
year. Some have little knowledge of our 
finances, yet make unreasonable com- 
plaints.

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Questions and Answers 


Question. I am planning my first 
state convention. We are to have a Na- 
tional officer on the program. Please 
tell me what a National officer expects, 
as the prinicpal guest at a state con- 
vention. 

Answer. A National officer, in visit- 
ing a state convention, in a way, repre- 
sents the National Board. She expects, 
not only to contribute her part to the 
program, but also to get a clear impres- 
sion of the work of your state organiza- 
tion. She should be made one of your- 
selves, should be invited, not only to your 
dinners and luncheon, but to your board 
meeting and to all other meetings, and 
welcomed to active participation in the 
entire convention. When the invitation 
is extended, she should be told just what 
part of her expenses the State organiza- 
tion can afford to bear. This should in- 
clude at least all of her expenses from 
the time that she reaches the convention 
city until she leaves. Usually if the 
journey to the convention is very long, 
the state organization proposes to pay 
also, part of the traveling expenses. 
This will depend, also, partly upon the 
amount of the officer’s budget for travel. 
Such matters should be discussed frank- 
ly and clearly settled, before the invi- 
tation is accepted. 

A National officer is not merely a 
guest speaker at one meeting of a state 
convention. She is an official visitor. 
She should be introduced at each meet- 
ing, and, if possible, take at least a small 
part at each meeting, that all members 
who attend may have a chance to meet 
her personally. 


Question. I note that the Bulletin 
contains pictures of the various state 
presidents, and state messages from 
state presidents. Our chapters would 
appreciate having our state represented 
regularly, too. Why is this difference 
made? 

Answer. No difference is made by 
the Bulletin management. Each state 
president is informed by the Editor that 
a message is expected from her for 
each issue of the Bulletin. She is given 


- the dates when the messages are due. 


She is reminded. of these dates regular- 
ly. She is offered sixty lines of space, 
free of charge, for her message in each 
issue. She is requested to send her por- 
trait for publication in the Bulletin. 

Now, frankly, what more can an edi- 
tor do in such matters? It is not very 
difficult to write and mail in a sixty- 
line message once in two months dur- 
ing the school session. Probably state 
presidents who fail to perform this duty 
would be surprised to know that they 
are considered neglectful and uncoopera- 
tive; that they are setting a bad exam- 
ple to their chapters. Perhaps, it would 
be well to let your president know that 
her chapters are disappointed when they 
do not find her message. The editor re- 
fuses to attempt any form of coercion 
in order to obtain materials for the 
Bulletin. She looks upon her job as 
that of editing what is-sent, and she be- 
lieves that both State and Chapter presi- 
dents should bear their own responsibili- 
ties in this matter. Read on page 12, 
November Bulletin, 1939, what the com- 
mittee on the Bulletin and the National 
Executive Board believe to be the duty 
of State Presidents in such matters. 

Question. How may the Constitution 
be amended? 

Answer. Any member may send to 
the National President a proposal for 
amending the Constitution. If the presi- 
dent thinks that the proposal is one for 
which there may be a great need or de- 
mand, she may send the request to the 
Bulletin and ask for an expression of 
opinion by members. If the response 
indicates real interest in the proposal, 
the President then turns the suggestion 
over to the Committee on the Constitu- 
tion for the formalities to be carried 
out in submitting the proposal to be 
voted upon. (See Section VIII of the 
By-laws.) 

While the Constitution may be 
amended, if a real need exists, members 
should not be constantly attempting to 
tinker with the Conrtitution. We can 
never hope to have a Constitution that 
will exactly suit each of our 14,000 mem- 
bers and more than 400 chapters. If 


this instrument meets fairly well the 
needs of the majority of our members 
and our chapters, it is probably a fairly 
good piece of basal law for Delta Kappa 
Gamma. Before proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, wait till you 
have been a member several years, and 
see if you think the change is really 
needed. 


Question. We. have a very capable 
member who has resigned her member- 
ship because, she states, Delta Kappa 
Gamma is a secret society and she does 
not believe in secret societies. She has 
turned over her key to the chapter. What 
should we do about her resignation? 
Should we pay her for her key? 


Answer. I quote from page 18 of 
our Circular of Information which this 
member certainly had an opportunity 
to read. “A pledge is exacted of each 
member—to hold secret all plans, pro- 
grams, purposes, and rituals revealed 
only to initiated members.” Therefore, 
before she joined Delta Kappa Gamma, 
she knew that some features of our 
sorority were secret. Why join, and then 
afterwards raise objections? By all 
means, accept her resignation. Put the 
key away and keep it. Do not refund 
what she spent for the key. Let her 
pay for her own failure to ascertain be- 
forehand what type of organization she 
was joining. We invite members to join 
the kind of organization that we are. 
We give them a good chance to inform 
themselves before they join. We are 
not under obligations to change the or- 
ganization to conform to the notions of 
the very few who join without due con- 
sideration and do not like us afterwards. 


Question. Is it legal for a chapter 
to vote upon the name of a person pro- 
posed for membership without the ap- 
proval of the Membership Committee? 

Answer. Such action is illegal. See 
Questions and Answers, pp. 4 and 5, 
March Bulletin, 1940; also pages 21 and 
22, June Bulletin, 1940. 

Question. May a state set up rules 
for chapters to follow in selecting mem- 
bers, or is the National Constitution the 
only manual to be followed? 
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Answer. After a chapter has been 
organized, the state or national organi- 
zation has no further authority over its 
selection of members, unless the pro- 
visions of the Constitution should be 
violated. Chapters, after organization, 
have the right to select their own mem- 
bers, and are under the regulation only 
of the provisions of the Constitution as 
to qualifications of members and quotas 
of chapters. It is difficult to see what 
rules a state could make that would not 
be in conflict with the National Consti- 
tution. 

Question. Have chapter members a 
right to request Membership Committees 
to state their reasons for not approving 
any proposed member? 

Answer. Chapter members have no 
such right, and such a request is highly 
improper. The reason for the refusal 
may be the knowledge, on the part of the 
committee that the proposed member will 
be blackballed if a vote is taken, or the 
opinion of the committee that the pro- 
posed member has not the qualifications 
desirable for membership. The president 
should place upon her membership com- 
mittee some of the most fair-minded 
members of her chapter, but also those 
who have the courage to uphold high 
standards of membership, and the presi- 
dent should not allow her committee to 
be embarrassed by questions of the in- 
considerate. Such questions should be 
firmly ruled as out of order. 

Question. Section XI, Article VIII of 
the Constitution limits the powers of a 
Membership Committee to approval or 
disapproval of those proposed for mem- 
bership by chapter members. Has this 
committee the right also of selection 
of the members to ke voted upon? My 
contention is that the Membership Com- 
mittee must approve or disapprove all 
whose names are submitted to it. It is 
then the province of the chapter to se- 
lect members to fill the quota from those 
who are approved by the committee. 

Answer. You are correct in your con- 
tention. The function of a Membership 
Committee is approval or disapproval, 
but not selection of members. Suppose, 
for example, that the names of nine pro- 


posed members are approved, and the 
chapter’s quota will permit the selection 
of but five members. At the forthcom- 
ing election the names of the nine mem- 
bers approved are written by each mem- 
ber upon her ballot. Each member then 
votes for five of the nine, by writing the 
word yes after their names, and the five 
receiving the largest number of affirma- 
tive votes are declared elected. If a 
member desires to blackball any proposed 
candidate, she writes the word no after 
her name. The member leaves unmarked 
the names of those she does not vote 
for, but does not desire to_ blackball. 
The names of those remaining, who are 
not elected, and not blackballed, are 
placed upon a waiting list, and these 
are voted upon again, at the next elec- 
tion, along with any new candidates for 
membership who may be proposed and 
who are approved for membership. When 
a candidate has been approved by the 
membership committee and placed upon 
the waiting list, her name should be 
submitted in subsequent elections, until 
she is elected, unless the name should 
be withdrawn by the member proposing 
her. 

Question. Has a chapter authority 
to dispose of its scholarship fund as it 
may see fit? We have six chapters in 
the eastern part of our state. May these 
six chapters unite their funds and place 
a scholarship in our Eastern State Col- 
lege? 

Answer. The Constitution prescribes 
three ways in which a chapter may use 
its scholarship fund: 


(1) The chapter may retain its 60% 
of the scholarship fees paid by its mem- 
bers and gradually amass a foundation 
for a chapter scholarship. 

(2) The chapter may give its schol- 
arship fund to its own state scholarship 
fund. 

(3) The chapter may give its schol- 
arship fund to the National scholarship 
fund. 

The purpose of such restrictions is to 
unite Delta Kappa Gamma funds in 
units large enough to furnish scholar- 
ships that wiil be of real aid to the 
beneficiaries. The scholarships are pro- 


vided, not to help this or that school, 
but to aid women teachers in pursuing 
advanced studies. The choice of a school 
in which a state scholarship is placed, 
at any time, is by vote of the state 
board. As most of the members of a 
state board are the presidents of chap- 
ters, they are in a position to ascertain 
the schools in which their members pre- 
fer to study, and to make a wise choice.

Do We Want the Other Nine? 


—eE saw the completion of 
State organizations of Delta Kappa 
Gamma in forty of the forty-nine states. 
Shall we get the other nine in 1941? 

There remain in the west, Nevada, 
Washington, and Oregon; among the 
middle states, West Virginia and Dela- 
ware; and in New England, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and 
Rhode Island. We have pledges in nearly 
all of these states. 

Dr. Maycie Southall is working upon 
West Virginia and Massachusetts. The 
National President, Dr. Emma Rein- 
hardt, and the Executive Secretary, 
Annie Webb Blanton, have formed a 
team to go after the other seven. They 
will ask help, as needed, from other 
Founders and National officers. 

There is only one way in which the 
formation of State organizations in 
these nine states may be accomplished 
in 1941. Delta Kappa Gamma has, in 
the United States, about 14,000 members 
and pledges. If each of these will think 
of teachers whom she knows in these 
states who are well qualified to become 
members of Delta Kappa Gamma, and 
send in their addresses, we can make this 
the greatest year in our history in the 
organization of new states, and, by the 
close of 1941, we can say, “Delta Kappa 
Gamma covers the Union.” 

A member of Delta Kappa Gamma 
must have had at least five years of suc- 
cessful teaching experience, or experi- 
ence as a librarian or school officer. She 
should be a woman considered a leading 
teacher in her line of work, in the school 
system, city or county, in which she is 
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employed. She should be a woman of 
good personality and social qualities and 
fine professional spirit. 

Send full information about prospect- 
ive members to the Executive Secretary, 
Annie Webb Blanton, 1909 Cliff Street, 
Austin, Texas. Give the full address of 
each person recommended. The Execu- 
tive Secretary will see that information 
as to members for each state, reaches 
the organizer working upon that state.

A Message to Writers of Chapter 
News Letters 


INCE the first of October, there have 

been reported to the writer the organ- 
ization cf fifteen new chapters of Delta 
Kappa Gamma. Adding to these a large 
number formed in the spring of 1940, 
we find in the various states, many new 
chapters seeking guidance and advice. 
The chapter presidents, young in Delta 
Kappa Gamma, though sometimes not 
inexperienced along other lines, write in 
a sincere key that they desire help and 
advice, and will welcome suggestions 
that may contribute towards their suc- 
cess as Delta Kappa Gamma leaders. 
Since the Executive Secretary lacks time 
to write a personal letter to each, she is 
offering the following suggestions, par- 
ticularly as to representation of the 
chapters in the Bulletin, and in their 
relationships with the larger divisions 
of State and National organizations. 


1. Don’t be oversensitive as to criti- 
cism. If a State or National officer re- 
quests that something be done in a cer- 
tain way, do not assume that she is find- 
ing fault. Your own way may not be 
wrong; it may merely be not in accord- 
ance with a procedure prescribed for 
Delta Kappa Gamma. 


2. Read suggestions from State and 
National officers. They are not above 
you. They are merely the servants se- 
lected by Delta Kappa Gamma to carry 
out the plans of our executive boards 
and of our members, as expressed at our 
conventions. As they have large re- 
sponsibilities, they need your ready and 
willing cooperation. If they make mis- 
takes, inform them as to their errors. 
You will find them as willing to strive 
for better things as they desire you to 
be. 


8. Before writing to a State or a Na- 
tional officer for information, look in the 
Handbook, the Constitution and the Bul- 
letin. This will often save your time 
and theirs, as most of the facts that you 
need to know are clearly explained in

one of these volumes. But don’t hesi- 
tate to write if you really need help. 

4. The Bulletin is Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma’s official organ of news and infor- 
mation for officers and members. Make 
it a habit to read the Bulletin regularly. 


5. If you do not yourself write the 
chapter’s news letters for the Bulletin, 
select for this work members talented 
in writing. Instruct those selected to 
write the news letters, as to the amount 
of space to be used, and the date when 
each news letter must reach the editor. 
Information needed is given in the Edi- 
tor’s regular September letter about the 
Bulletin sent to all presidents. As far as 
possible, cooperate with the plans of the 
editor, by sending your letters in the 
month specified, unless you wish to send 
a letter for each issue. 


6. Attention to the following matters 
of form will save time and trouble for 
both the writers and the editor. 


(a) Note the headings of news letters 
in the Bulletin. Use as a heading your 
chapter’s name and territory—town or 
county. Write the name of the state in 
a corner of the sheet. 

(b) Use plain white paper 8% by 11 
inches. Have all news letters typed. 
This is a requirement made by the Na- 
tional Board. 


(c) Write nothing on the sheet that 
is not to be printed in the letter. If you 
desire to send a message to the editor, 
write it on a separate sheet. 


(d) Never write on both sides of the 
paper. 

(e) Use paragraph indentions and do 
not leave spaces between paragraphs, 
unless your chapter prefers these spaces 
and is willing to pay for them. 

(f) Do not use abbreviations, except 
for such titles as Mr., Mrs., and Dr., 
when used with a name. Note that Miss 
is not an abbreviation and does not re- 
quire a period. 


(g) Distinguish between the singular 
and the plural possessive, as Founders’ 
Day; our members’ ambitions, etc. 

(h) Remember that we have many 
chapters of the same name; refer to your 
chapter as the Zeta Chapter of Illinois; 
the Kappa Chapter of Colorado, ete. 

(i) Avoid such overworked and, some- 
times ill-formed words as splendid, high- 
lighted, contacted, nice, etc. Ours is a 
national organization of teachers. We 
can, if we will, write letters excellent in 
diction, as well as in content. Hasty 
composition rarely results in good let- 
ters. 


(j) As your signature cannot be re- 
produced, it is useless in a news letter. 
Type your name, in the interests of legi- 
bility, and place below it, a little to the 
right, the word President or Chairman of 
Publicity, etc. The writer’s name is 
printed in small capitals, so no other 
words may appear on the same line. 

(k) A letter that deals in generalities 
is neither interesting nor informative, 


so be specific. Appoint chapter news 
gatherers to interview members and se- 
cure news as to their activities, and 
your letters will not be vague and color- 
less. 

(1) Read letters sent by other chap- 
ters. Chapters have almost as much in- 
dividuality as persons have. The perusal 
of chapter news letters and state mes- 
sages is an excellent way to know Delta 
Kappa Gamma. 

7. Get your news letters to Austin 
by February 1, April 7, October 1, and 
December 1, respectively, that you may 
not delay the publication of the Bulletin 
which has a hard time in trying to ap- 
pear on a regular date. 

8. Remember that one person, if no 
other, reads everything that you write, 
and appreciates your efforts, and that 
one is the Editor of the Bulletin.

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In Memoriam 


Ruby Cole, National Founder 


Delta Kappa Gamma members, the 
Nation over, were shocked by the news 
of the sudden death, on November 20, 
1940, of our National Founder, Miss 
Ruby Cole of San Antonio, Texas. Miss 
Cole was in school the day preceding 
her death, and was taken to the hospital 
suffering from a heart ailment, to which 
she was subject. She passed away sud- 
denly the next morning, before many of 
her relatives and friends had been in- 
formed as to her illness. 

Ruby Cole was born in Navasota, in 
East Texas, a place famous in Texas 
history. Her college work began at the 
Sam Houston Institute at Huntsville, 
Texas, where she spent one year. This 
was followed by a year at Washington 
College. She then continued her study at 
the Southwest Texas State Normal Col- 
lege, from which she received a diploma. 
She has since done graduate work at the 
College of the Incarnate Word and at 
Our Lady of the Lake College, in San 
Antonio. 

Miss Cole has been connected with the 
San Antonio schools for many years, and 
has for some time held the principalship 
of the Burnett Elementary School and 
the Burnett Annex, where she has made 
a reputation for her fine executive abil- 
ity. Her chief interest, aside from her 
administrative duties, has been centered 
in worthy movements looking to the 
progress of education, both in her own 
city and in the state. She has been an 
energetic and efficient member of the 
Texas State Teachers Association and 
dynamic worker for the measures which 
she advocates. She has done commend- 
able work as a member of the Teacher 
Retirement Committee. For three years 
she has been chairman of the Legisla- 
tive Committee of Elementary Princi- 


Among the movements with which 
Miss Cole has been identified is that 
affecting the progress of elementary 
teachers. She has worked valiantly for 
a more equitable distribution of respon- 
sibilities and for measures which make 
for the security of women in the teach- 
ing profession. As a member of Delta 
Kappa Gamma, she has constantly given 
assistance in formulating the state and 
national programs of work and in car- 
rying them forward. She was Second 
Vice-President of the National organi- 
zation in its infancy. As a Founder, she 
led in establishment of Beta, Texas, 
Chapter, and has served as its president, 
contributing greatly to the growth of 
this strong and active chapter.

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CHARM AS A PRACTICAL 
ASSET 


AT is charm? Ask a hundred dif- 
ferent people, and you will get a 
hundred different answers. Turn to 
Webster, and you get a list of words, 
synonyms, synonymous phrases—mere 
verbiage, lovely words which mean noth- 
ing. The word charm scorns the com- 
pany of the ordinary word which can be 
tagged with a definite meaning. It re- 
fuses to be pigeon-holed or to have us 
say glibly, “Charm is this” or “Charm 
is that.” It is so many-sided that our 
efforts to assign to it a definite meaning 
must remain futile. 
Sir James Barrie says that, “if you 
have it you don’t need to have anything 


else—and if you haven’t it, it doesn’t . 


much matter what else you have.” 

While it is difficult for us to define 
charm, it is easy enough for us to rec- 
ognize it and to see its effect. We are 
constantly noting the things which the 
persons who possess it are able to do 
with it. Because of the magic of their 
charm, other people are pleased with 
them; they are always surrounded by 
people who like and admire them; by 
putting forth only a minimum amount of 
effort, they are able to influence others. 
In short, they get what they want. 

Who has not, at some time or other, 
sought to find the meaning of charm by 
analyzing those persons who possess it? 
Have you read Somerset Maugham’s 
Christmas Holiday? If you did read it, 
did you not stop to read a second time 
the brief description of Simon Feni- 
more’s attempt to find the secret of 
charm? You will recall that this fanat- 
ical young revolutionary invites his 
friend, Charley Mason, to come over 
from London to Paris to spend the 
Christmas holiday with him. Then, on 
the day of his friend’s arrival, he frank- 
ly tells him that one of his reasons for 
having him over was “to see exactly in 
what his charm consisted.” 

Continuing, he says, “I’ve often won- 
dered what I saw in you. It wasn’t your 
good looks. though I dare say that they 
had something to do with it. It wasn’t 
your intelligence, which is adequate 
without being remarkable. It wasn’t 
your guileless nature or your good tem- 
per. 

“What is it in you that makes people 
take to you at first sight? You’ve won 
half your battle before you ever take 
the field.” 

“Charm? What is charm? 

“You’ve got vitality, and that’s part of 
charm. But I have just as much vitality 
as you and I have to work like a dog to 
accomplish what you can do with one 
flicker of your long eyelashes—Your 
charm is natural, and that’s why it’s so 
devastating. 


“In so far as I can tell, your charm 
depends upon some peculiar muscular 
formation of your lower orbit. I believe 
it to be due to a little crease under your 
eye when you smile. Isn’t it absurd 
that a tiny wrinkle should make life so 
easy for you?” 

Wasn’t it tragic that Simon Fenimore 
did not know that his interpretation of 
charm was so wrong that his very efforts 
to capture it must cause it forever to 
elude him? 

I wonder if we could make a more 
accurate analysis of charming people 
than did Simon Fenimore. I wonder if 
we could reach more accurate conclu- 
sions as to “what makes them click.” 

I am thinking of four of the most 
charming people that I know. As you 
read, you will fit four of your own 
charming friends into the places occu- 
pied by my Numbers One, Two, Three, 
and Four. 

These four people are able to please 
others without obvious effort. There are 
scores of people who like and admire 
them. Their appeal is universal. I be- 
lieve that they get out of life the things 
that they want most—love, friendship, 
success, economic security, a certain 
amount of what we term luxury, peace, 
harmony and in addition, the happiness 
which necessarily accompanies all of 
these things. 

Number One is a business man of 
thirty-five years whose charm has in- 
creased with the years. I have known 
him since High School days. 

Number Two is a man of fifty whom I 
have known for only a short time. His 
charm is unquestioned. He is a musi- 
cian, a lecturer, and a scholar. 

Number Three is a woman of twenty- 
five whose charm has the peculiar quali- 
ty of giving one new thrills of pleasure 
as it expresses itself in new ways and 
in new situations. 

Number Four is a woman of forty- 
five who possesses the golden charm 
which not only attracts but which holds 
her friends and admirers through the 
years. 

Concerning these people, suppose we 
ask ourselves the questions which Simon 
Fenimore asked himself concerning 
Charley Mason. 

Is their charm due to their good looks? 

Number One is so good looking that 
we at once admit that “good looks may 
have something to do with it.” 

Without the magic of charm, Number 
Two could never pass as a good looking 
person. 

Number Three possesses beauty of 
face without any particular beauty of 
figure. 

Number Four has a lovely figure, but 
the beauty of her face is the result of 
her own individual charm. 

Is their charm due to their superior 
intelligence? 


Number One possesses intelligence 
which is “adequate without being re- 
markable.” 

Number Two is a man of very supe- 
rior intelligence. 

Number Three and Number Four pos- 
sess intelligence which is far above the 
average, but not remarkable. 

We have applied two of Simon Feni- 
more’s tests with the same results which 
we would, perhaps, get if we applied the 
same tests to any other four people of 
our acquaintance, charming or other- 
wise. We might continue such an analy- 
sis as Fenimore’s but our findings still 
would not be satisfying. We are forced 
to conclude that the charm which these 
four people possess is not due entirely 
to good looks or to intelligence. 

Since this is true, let us see if we can 
ind qualities which they possess in com- 
mon, which contribute to their ability to 
please others. I shall analyze my One, 
Two, Three, and Four; and you will 
analyze yours, if you please. 

I find that my charming people do 
possess in common a number of quali- 
ties which, I think, contribute to their 
charm. 

1. They seem to be always reaching 
out in friendliness toward others. 

2. They are keenly interested in peo- 
ple and in a variety of activities which 
are closely linked up with their interest 
in people. 

3. Their good manners have their root 
in kindness and they radiate a warm, 
irresistible charm which no amount of 
conscious correctness could possibly give. 

4. They are free from affectation and 
pretense. 

5. Their personalities seem to be built 
on truth and reality, and this very fact 
seems to have given them the poise 
which is the result of self-esteem. 

6. They have the happy faculty of 
making other people pleased with them- 
selves. And what a kindness to give 
such a pleasure! Many people are strug- 
gling under a burden of inferiority and 
are unconsciously grateful when that 
burden is lifted from them, even tempo- 
rarily. 

7. They never fail in tact. They are 
keenly alive to the feelings, thoughts, 
ideas, and point of view of others. 
Therefore, their tact is more than mere 
politeness. 

And what is tact? Like charm does it 
refuse to be defined? I like the illustra- 
tion of it which Margery Wilson gives 
in her delightful book, Charm.1 She tells 
of an old colored plumber who thus 
defines it: I opened de bath room doah 
and saw dat a lady was in de tub. I 
sez, ‘Oh, ’scuse me Suh.’ Now dat ‘Scuse 
me,’ dat was politeness; but dat ‘Suh,’ 
dat was tact.”

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8. They are persons of strong indi- 
viduality. 

9. They are good conversationalists, 
being especially skillful in drawing other 
people out. 

10. Their poise enables them to stand 
calmly to one side and see both sides of 
an idea. 


11. They do not fight mentally every 
little annoyance. 

12. They are absolutely sincere, and 
this correct mental direction is ex- 
pressed outwardly in their physical 
selves. 

13. They are always well dressed. In 
this matter, they take a middle path, 
being neither “the first by whom the 
new are tried nor yet the last to lay the 
old aside.” 


14. They have pleasing 
voices and good diction. 

15. They possess physical health and 
strength and bodily poise and grace. 

16. They are relaxed. They can laugh 
at life and laugh at themselves. 

Summarizing this analysis, we real- 
ize at once that the charm of these peo- 
ple is led out from within. Their ex- 
ternal charm is the expression of an 
inner beauty. These outward qualities 
which please and attract are the expres- 
sions of four things: (1) their interest 
in other people; (2) their kindness, (3) 
an inner joy and content; (4) their 
mental and spiritual balance, or poise. 

Is charm a personal asset? Can it 
bring you your heart’s desire? The 
French woman believes that it can. 
Therefore, she has trained herself to be 
charming. To her, the wish to please is 
a woman’s strength. One writer says: 
“Our influence anywhere is in exact 
proportion to our charm. Just that and 
nothing more.” 

If charm is such a valuable asset, it 
becomes the duty of every woman to 
express the charm which she possesses. 
In forming their judgment of us, people 
are limited by what they see, what they 
hear, and what they instinctively feel. 
What is felt about us is by far the most 
important. The feeling which we wish 
to engender can be built from two direc- 
tions—from the inside out and from the 
outside in. Each woman’s individual 
charm is her own individual expression 
of the principles of interest, kindness, 
sincerity, and poise. Let us build and 
express charm by: 

1. Cultivating a genuine and absorb- 
ing interest in other people. 

2. Looking for the virtues of others. 

8. Looking for our own good points 
and making the most of them. No wom- 
an can be charming while worrying over 
her own real or fancied weaknesses. 

4. Finding beauty in everything and 
everybody.

5. Keeping love and admiration in our 
hearts. 

6. Building charm into. our subcon- 
scious minds. - 

7. Knowing “that what we are is 
quite worthy of expression or we 
wouldn’t be here to express it. Each of 
us is essential to the eternal, infinite 
plan or we wouldn’t be here at all.” 

8. Expressing charm by expressing 
our real, best selves. 


It will be interesting to us who are 
teachers to note that the four charming 
people whom I chose to analyze are not 
teachers. I wonder if yours are. I de- 
liberately chose people who are not 
teachers because I wanted to see what 
qualities had gone into the making of 
charming people in general, rather than 
charming people selected from any spe- 
cific group. Then, it may be doubly in- 
teresting to us all to observe that after 
I had completed my analysis, I suddenly 
realized that each of these people is do- 
ing some type of work which we must in 
fairness designate as teaching. Number 
One has recently become absorbed in 
guidance work with young men. Number 
Two, though a musician, is now lectur- 
ing in a University. Number Three, as 
a leader in club work, is exercising a 
kind of leadership which is teaching of 
the highest order. Number Four, 
through the conferences and interviews 
to which she gives an increasingly large 
amount of time, is a teacher in fact if 
not in name. 


Does it not seem evident that their in- 
terest in other people has drawn these 
people into teaching? This thought 
brings me to another observation and 
another question. 


Most of the teachers whom I have the 
privilege of knowing are very charming 
people. Is it not true that it is their 
interest in others that makes them 
charming? Is it because of this charm- 
ing interest in others that they have 
chosen to become teachers? Or have 
they, because of being teachers developed 
the interest in others which is the ac- 
companiment of charm? they 
teachers because they are charming or 
are they charming because they are 
teachers?

The Teacher in Our Democracy 


is a broad term, mean- 
ing, fundamentally, a government of 
the people, by the people, for the people, 
which, we still believe, must not perish 
from the earth. Before we consider the 
teacher’s part in our democracy, let us 
try to answer the question, Who are the 
people whose voice must prevail, and 
whose interests must be served? For 
answer, I invite you to share with me 
a bird’s-eye view of this land of ours. 
First, let us follow a highway that winds 
through Texas farms and _ ranches; 
through roadside villages with their new 
brick school houses plain to view; past 
little country schools on wind-swept hills; 
through cities where huge school build- 
ings vie with churches, hospitals, and 
skyscrapers on the skyline; across the 
western ranges where cowboys still ride 
and herds still wander. Texans these,— 
some transplanted from the Old South, 
some from over seas, and some from 
across the Mexican border; others whose 
ancestors were slaves. 


Facing westward, we leave the Lone 
Star State and come face to face with 
tribal life as found in the Indian reser- 
vations. Gazing at the adobe houses, 
single or clustered into villages, we catch 
glimpses of the mode of life in these 
crude dwellings and speculate upon what 
is taught in the government schools that 
stand like barracks on the arid plains. 


Do you know how it feels to fly over 
Arizona in the night time, when the 
stars that literally encrust the sky shed 
a glimmering light on miners’ shacks 
and shanty schoolhouses squatting be- 
side dark tunnels in the mountain sides? 
Have you ever traveled with the dawn 
from there to the Pacific, looking down 
on barren plains checkered with thread- 
like highways, seeing no signs of human 
habitation except occasional huddles of 
storage tanks and little dots that are 
filling-stations? And have you tried to 
picture the types of dwellers in these 
waste spaces? From time to time, 
stretches of green, seen below, indicate 
the vicinity of massive dams and reveal 
pleasant living conditions. Rising high 
over the last range of mountains, we 
enter a magical world—below us are 
palm trees and orange groves, encircling 
a far-flung city that stretches on and on 
until the distant roof-tops recede into a 
line of pale grey mist marking the coast 
line. Contemplating this lavishness of 
nature, we ask what peoples have found 
shelter, food, wealth, and opportunity 
here. Then we remember tales of Span- 
ish explorers and gold miners, pioneers 
from the East, immigrants from the 
Orient, joined by soldiers, sailors, cap- 
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tains of industry, artists, movie colonies, 
“Okies”—what ingredients for a melting 
pot! Like mighty implements forged 
to stir the melting pot, stand great uni- 
versities with their interlocking school 
systems. Near by, huge factories are 
grinding out combat planes to defend the 
right of these Americans to their liberty, 
and the Pacific Fleet is watchfully wait- 
ing beyond the line of mist. 

From California we go north, then 
east, through orchards, redwood forests, 
fisheries, and lumber camps, and finally 
pass a chain of National Parks which a 
benevolent government has set apart to 
protect these marvels of nature from the 
rapacity of man. Next we look down up- 
on the rugged peaks of Idaho and Mon- 
tana and the desert which the Mormons 
made to blossom like a rose; and now 
we skim over the bare brown plains of 
the Dakotas, to pause again at the Great 
Lakes. 

Here is the Middle West, its rich agri- 
culture, automobile industries, packing 
plants, granaries, markets bringing to- 
gether another heterogeneous population. 
Here again famous universities and pro- 
gressive school systems rise to counter- 
act sinister forces fighting for a lion’s 
share of the region’s wealth,—graft, ex- 
ploitation, boss rule, riots, gangsters— 
undemocratic behavior hard to curb, but 
only a minor part of the total picture 
of peace and prosperity. 

Let us hasten on to New England, 
mother of public education, home of Har- 
vard and Yale, with her Plymouth Rock 
and Bunker Hill reminding us of her 
early struggles for liberty, and her fac- 
tories recalling present day labor trou- 
bles, epitomized by the malcontent who 
wonders why the land of promise he 
sought as a refuge from old world op- 
pression does not insure immediate af- 
fluence. Leaving New England with her 
beauty and culture, but with her indus- 
trial and political problems still unsolved, 
we pass on to New York. New York! 
The crossroads of the world, the center 
of finance, of commerce, of fashion, of 
manners, and all of the arts, with her 
finishing schools, universities, and or- 
ganized philanthropies set off against 
her Wall Street and Ellis Island. City 
of cathedrals and of sweatshops, what a 
problem for democracy lies in the gulf 
between your Fifth Avenue and your 
Bowery! 

Our quest again renewed, the city of 
Washington has a peculiar significance, 
—the seat of government, under whose 
Capitol Dome representatives of the peo- 
ple make laws, which presumably express 
the people’s will. Near by, the Supreme 
Court performs its solemn function, safe- 
guarding from violation the Constitution, 
which declares, “We, the people of the 
United States .... in order to preserve 
the blessings of liberty for ourselves and 
our posterity do ordain and establish 


this Constitution. . .” while the towering 
monument to George Washington further 
reminds us of our heritage of freedom. 

We view the White House, where our 
President from time to time, indicates 
his recognition of responsibility to the 
peoples’ will by explaining important ad- 
ministrative policies and their factual 
background, thus freeing them from pos- 
sible propaganda and misrepresentation. 
Other executive buildings bear witness 
to activities set in motion “to provide 
for common defense and promote the 
general welfare.” 

That the three functions of govern- 
ment, executive, judicial, and legislative, 
are paralleled, state by state, needs men- 
tion here, only to present a more com- 
plete picture of the framework on which 
a representative government operates 
and by which the union of the several 
sovereign states is preserved. The dif- 
ficulties involved in this inter-relation of 
state and nation are brought forcibly to 
mind as we continue our journey to the 
deep South, whose present status is so 
closely interwoven with her history. 

Jamestown, Virginia; William and 
Mary; Monticello; plantation life in an- 
te-bellum days; the slavery question; 
states’ rights; Fort Sumter; the burn- 
ing of Atlanta; Lee’s surrender; Lin- 
coln’s assassination; carpet-bag rule; 
negroes freed from bondage, claiming 
their status as citizens; black faces often 
outnumbering white; the gradual emer- 
gence of the New South, though handi- 
capped by exploitation of resources and 
the toppling of King Cotton from his 
throne. Men and women bravely strug- 
gling against obstacles of environment; 
gentle-folk clinging to traditions; under- 
paid teachers, tenant farmers, children 
dwarfed by malnutrition, Creoles, ’Ca- 
juns—yes, and Magnolia Gardens, Coral 
Gables, Mardi Gras, and charming peo- 
ple who give them life and color. 

Back again at our starting point with 
a composite picture of Americans from 
coast to coast,—heterogeneous, aspiring, 
unsatisfied, but free——we are ready to 
attack our problem in a more specific 
way. For democracy is more than just 
another form of government. It is a 
mode of life, wherein constant adjust- 
ment, to social aims develops unity and 
equalized opportunity for all. It is not 
a dictator that America requires for her 
melting pot, not a gestapo to enforce that 
dictator’s will, but a universal recogni- 
tion by the people of their own sover- 
eignty, together with universal train- 
ing in the practical conduct of it. 

Thomas Jefferson pronounced popular 
education to be the foundation of demo- 
cratic government; Mirabeau B. Lamar 
declared: “Cultivated mind is the guard- 
ian genius of democracy; it is the only 
dictator that free men acknowledge and 
the only security that free men desire.” 


“Cultivated mind” embraces all the best 
concepts for the welfare of the race that 
history provides, as revealed by great 
thinkers and spiritual leaders. It grasps 
the significance of respect for person- 
ality; the maximum development of the 
individual’s gifts for the good of society; 
reason versus force in government; self- 
restraint versus external authority; hu- 
man rights above property rights; free 
discussion, parliamentary procedure, and 
majority rule; protection of the rights 
of the minority to work for better meas- 
ures as the need of them is clear. But 
however high and noble the ideal, de- 
mocracy cannot survive by theory alone; 
it cannot even exist except in democratic 
behavior. Its processes require under- 
standing, self-control, and practice in 
surrendering selfish aims to the general 
good. 

Can these high concepts be developed 
in the public schools? Can democratic 
behavior be established as a habit? Can 
children be led to discuss issues with 
intelligent regard for the opponent’s 
point of view? Can they learn demo- 
cratic rules of order by participation, 
and adjust themselves to majority rule? 
Can they be brought to study the multi- 
tudinous problems involved in political 
and social adjustment to the common 
good? Can they be inoculated with a 
love of liberty, freedom, and democracy 
that will impel them to live by it and, 
if need be, die for it? How far may 
each child be safely encouraged to go, 
in his study of current conditions. issues, 
and political controversies, and in fac- 
ing ideologies that differ from our own? 
The answer to these questions brings 
us back to the teacher and the teacher’s 
place in our democracy. It has been said 
that the American schools have yet to 
rear a generation equipped to live in a 
New World where the prejudices, man- 
ners, creeds, and ideologies of forty- 
seven Old World nations comprising all 
racial strains and religious convictions 
are intermingled,—a challenge to teach- 
ers of today to take a more vital part 
in the evolution of the American way 
of life. 

Such a task demands and should com- 
mand men and women of superior in- 
telligence, character, temperament, and 
training. Wide knowledge of present con- 
ditions and their backgrounds in the 
past, contact with community life in all 
its phases, such an overview of our civic 
relations as worthy leaders in political 
life and government must attain, repre- 
sent some of the cultural phases of the 
teacher’s equipment. But add to that. the 
necessity of knowing children and ac- 
quiring skill in the guidance of their 
various activities, and it is manifest that 
the teaching profession has no place for 
the erratic, the neurotic, the listless, the 
half-educated, or the complacent, self- 
centered person. The teacher’s place as 
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the accredited agent of the state for 
bringing unity out of disparity through 
skillful education, thus recreating so- 
ciety, is inherently a place of dignity 
and honor. Furthermore, it is manifest 
that no teacher can be buoyant, vigorous, 
optimistic, progressive, constantly ad- 
vancing, unless freed from economic 
stress by a living wage and such security 
as will relieve anxiety for the time when 
work is over. It is thus that general 
movements for higher professional 
standards, for better salary schedules, 
and for teacher retirement funds are 
justified. 


A further analysis of the teacher’s 
task will corroborate the statements 
just made. Not only must teachers be 
educated to serve in their capacity of 
public officials (and diplomats!) as men- 
tioned earlier, but they must be able to 
perform many functions of the other 
recognized professions. 


1. Like physicians, teachers must be 
guardians of the health and physical 
development of the young. 


2. Like lawyers, they must have abil- 
ity to deal with breaches of conduct with 
justice tempered by mercy, and to pre- 
sent the issues clearly to the offender. 


3. Like ministers, they must be ar- 
biters of spiritual values, not only dis- 
cerning right and wrong, but evaluating 
their significance, and making the path- 
way of righteousness easier. 


4. As true teachers of the race, they 
must know how to guide the learning 
process effectively and how to make the 
quest of truth, beauty, and goodness at- 
tractive and meaningful. In short, the 
real teacher is one who, having a con- 
cept of democracy at its best, can pass 
it on to the rising generation in precept 
and in practice. 


The beauty of the democratic way of 
life must somehow be revealed to every 
child. This is the first essential of the 
program; and yet it must be the by- 
product of multitudes of daily tasks well 
don> What better can Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma Jo than try to discover more ef- 
fective ways of lifting the teachers of 
America to their rightful place, which 
demands higher professional standards, 
adequate training and consistent prac- 
tice of democratic principles which they 
accept in theory?

Women as Chief Executives 


— article is limited to*the study of 
the numbers of women in the posi- 
tion of chief executive officer (1) as 
College President, (2) as State Superin- 
tendent or State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, (3) as County Superintendent or 
County Commissioner of Schools, and (4) 
as City Superintendent of Schools. The 
facts given are taken from three of the 
1940 Bulletins of the United States Of- 
fice of Education; namely, Part III, the 
Directory of Colleges and Universities; 
Part I, State and County School Officers, 
and Part II, City School Officers. The 
statements are open to suspicion of 
slight error due to the fact that it is not 
possible, always, to ascertain by the 
name given, whether the person is a man 
or a woman. The writer was forced to 
assume that officers with names usually 
held by men are men, and that those 
designated by names usually considered 
feminine are women. 

The place of college president is, per- 
haps, the position most ardently desired 
by school executives, both because of its 
prestige and of its comparative security. 
The study of women in executive posi- 
tions shows that it is more difficult for a 
woman to secure an executive position 
when her election to the place is the 
result of board action, than when it is 
conferred by vote of the people. These 
facts being true, it is not surprising to 
find that a woman very rarely holds the 
place of president of a college. In this 
study the writer has included only four- 
year or higher colleges, universities, and 
normal schools, exclusive of technical 
and professional schools except teachers 
colleges, only those primarily for stu- 
dents of the white race, and only co-edu- 
cational colleges and _ colleges for 
women. No one would expect to find a 
woman as the head of a man’s school, 
and but few negro women are qualified 
for positions as college executives. 

In the United States Directory there 
are listed 748 institutions of the rank of 
four-year colleges included in the cate- 
gories just defined. Of these 59 are 
Catholic colleges for women students, 
having a Catholic sister or Mother Su- 
perior at the head, and these schools 
form the only large group with women 
as college executives. Among the col- 
leges, there are 77 additional colleges 
designated as exclusively for women, 
which have a man for president. These 
include both state and church institu- 
tions. Of the total 748 there are only 16 
institutions, exclusive of Catholic col- 
leges for women, which have women as 
presidents. These are as follows:

The total 75 institutions of college 
rank having women at the head consti- 
tute almost one per cent of the colleges 
described which are co-educational or ex- 
clusively for women; in other words, of 
the collegiate institutions in this most 
democratic of all countries, in which 
there is a probability of a woman’s being 
considered for president, we find but 
one of a hundred with a woman actually 
occupying the presidency. 

Another position of prestige and im- 
portance as chief school executive, is 
that of State Superintendent (or Com- 
missioner) of Public Instruction. It is 
significant that, in no state where this 
office is appointive, either by the Gov- 
ernor or by a Board of Education, has a 
woman ever been chosen as chief state 
school officer. In a large majority of the 
states, however, the office is elective, and 
the people, as a whole, seem to have 
less of prejudice as to conferring this 
position upon a woman. In Colorado, 
this place seems, by consent of the poli- 
ticians, to be accorded to a woman. Most 
of the Western States, except California, 
seem to be willing to elect a man or a 
woman, with little prejudice as to the 
sex of the candidate. Iowa has, in recent 
years, had three women State Superin- 
tendents, namely, Dr. May Francis, Miss 
Agnes Samuelson, and Miss Jessie M. 
Parker. Kansas and Texas, each, have 
elected but one woman State Superin- 
tendent. The photograph on the next page 
represents the women state superintend- 
ents of the United States in 1922 when 
there was the largest number of women in 
our history who occupied the position of 
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Women State Superintendents of Public 
Instruction, 1922

The totals show that, at present, the 
position of county superintendent is oc- 
cupied by women in 22.7 per cent of the 
places in the counties in the United 
States using this officer in the adminis- 
tration of their schools. It should be 
noted that in the states having no wom- 
en, or but few women, in this position, 
the county superintendency is not an 
elective office. In some, this officer is 
appointed by a county board; in one the 
place is filled by the State Commissioner 
of Education; in others, this officer is 
chosen at a county convention of school 
trustees; in Texas, in a number of sparse- 
ly settled counties, the county judge is, 
ex-officio, county superintendent of 
schools. It is evident, from the tabula- 
tion above, that women are more fre- 
quently elected to this position in the 
western states and middle states than 
in the northeastern states and the south. 
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Of all of the positions of chief execu- 
tive, we find the county superintendency 
the one to which a woman is most likely 
to be elected. 

Next to the place of president of a 
college, the position of superintendent of 
schools of a large city is regarded as most 
highly desirable from the standard of the 
salary paid, though the tenure is less 
secure than in the college position. The 
United States classifies as urban all towns 
and cities having a population of 2,500 
or more. Below is given the number of 
cities in each state, followed by the num- 
ber of women city superintendents in 
each state.

The totals show that women fill 1.4 per 
cent of the places as city superintend- 
ents, or a fraction more than the per- 


centage of women college presidents in 
the United States. These are all posi- 
tions attained through appointment by 
a board. The table shows no particular 
preference for women in this position, 
except that women fill more of such 
places in the northern part of the United 
States than in any other section.

It is to be noted that only four of the 
above occupy positions in towns of 10,000 
inhabitants or more. 

The writer will not attempt to analyze 
further the causes of the evident fact 
that, in spite of the preponderance of 
women in the teaching profession, boards, 
at least, prefer men in executive posi- 
tions. Whether “teaching is a man’s 
job” or not, the position of chief school 
executive on all levels, seems to be chief- 
ly a man’s job at present. The editor 
hopes to have, for the March issue a dis- 
cussion of the probable causes of this 
situation, by another writer. The most 
probable remedy is education of the pub- 
lic in divers ways, which, she hopes, will 
be discussed by the next writer. 

A study of some of the tables given 
in this article may be useful to state 
executive boards, in planning organiza- 
tion, as chapters are more easily organ- 
ized in thickly settled states, having large 
numbers of cities than in rural states, 
both because the teachers live nearer to- 
gether, and because they have higher 
salaries and can better afford member- 
ship in Delta Kappa Gamma.

ELTA KAPPA GAMMA has known 

Dr. M. Margaret Stroh in many dif- 
ferent relationships and, in all of these 
she has demonstrated her ability to do 
a difficult job in a very superior way. 

The expansion of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma in the District of Columbia presented 
unusual problems, due to a certain un- 
fortunate situation which need not here 
be described. The original Founders, 
with never-to-be-forgotten courage, and 
with confidence in the future of our or- 
ganization, set about the undertaking of 
showing Washington that our sorority 
was one in which membership might be 
considered a signal honor. The work 
was well begun by the first president, 
Miss Elizabeth Lathrop; but her remov- 
al to Richmond, Virginia, left Dr. Stroh 
to take up the work of president and 
carry on the organization in our Capital 
City. From the original group of thir- 
teen, the District of Columbia organiza- 
tion has grown to two thriving chapters, 
united in purposes, so confident of the 
cooperation of their members, that they 
did not hesitate to accept the responsi- 
bility of acting as hostesses to the large 
National convention of 1940. 

Dr. M. Margaret Stroh holds the im- 
portant position of Professor and Head of 
the Department of English in the Wilson 
Teachers College of Washington, D. C. 
Her bachelor’s degree was received from 
Susquehanna University, Pennsylvania, 
in 1912. Continuing her studies in Eng- 
lish and oratory, she received, successive- 
ly, from Columbia University, the de- 
grees of A.M. and Ph.D., the latter in 
1926. She has, since receiving her doc- 
torate, continued her studies at Johns 
Hopkins University and at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 

In her work as a teacher, Margaret 
Stroh has served in the elementary 
grades, in high school, and in college, 
but chiefly as teacher of English and as 
Dean of Women in various well known 
teachers’ colleges in Pennsylvania and 
New York.

She has had wide administrative ex- 
perience as committee chairman, as of- 
ficer in many educational organizations, 
as Dean of Women successively in State 
Teachers Colleges at Shippensburg, 
Pennsylvania, at California, Pennsyl- 
vania, and at Potsdam, New York; and 
for the last ten years as Head of the 
Department of English in the Wilson 
Teachers College of Washington, D. C. 

She holds memberships in the National 
Education Association, in the Education 
Association of the District of Columbia, 
in the American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, in Sigma Tau Delta (Hon-

Education fraternities, Kappa Delta Pi 
and Delta Kappa Gamma. She also be- 
longs to the National Council of Teach- 
ers of English, the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors, the Mid- 
dle States Association of College Teach- 
ers of English, the Potomac Speech As- 
sociation, the Belle Haven Citizens As- 
sociation, and the Belle Haven Women’s 
Club. 

Dr. Stroh is gifted as a writer. To 
unusual natural talent in expression, are 
added long years of wide reading and 
training in English and in speech, the 
results uniting in an easy flow of speech 
to express thinking always logical, clear, 
and forceful. She is the author of a num- 
ber of writings helpful to teachers of 
English; such as “Literature for Grades 


Seven, Eight and Nine”; “The Educa- 
tion of the American Teacher”; “Fresh- 
man Beginnings”; and “Books for Chil- 
dren, Large and Small.” 

In our big convention at Washington, 
D. C., Dr. Stroh showed herself a genial 
and courteous hostess, always calm and 
unruffled by the many demands of our 
large family of visitors. Tasks were so 
skillfully assigned to her helpers that 
the big convention ran smoothly with 
the skill behind a well managed, but 
intricate undertaking with many com- 
plicated details. Realizing that she and 
her fellow-members had but little leisure, 
she began early, with quiet, but steady 
planning, so that no one “saw the wheels 
go round”, put all realized the delight- 
ful results of months of work, and in 
response to the words of unstinted praise 
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from officers and members, she gener- 
ously pointed to the work of her loyal 
members, stating that the credit was 
theirs. 

It is probably, as chairman of the Na- 
tional Program Committee that Dr. Stroh 
has rendered her greatest service to Del- 
ta Kappa Gamma.

TOMMIE REYNOLDS 


ISS TOMMIE REYNOLDS has just 

retired as President of the Tennes- 
see State organization, she having served 
as the second president of Delta Kappa 
Gamma in Tennessee, succeeding Dr. 
Maycie Southall in that position. 

After having been graduated from 
old “Soule College” of Murfreesboro, Ten- 
nessee, Tommie Reynolds continued her 
studies at Columbia University, New 
York, and at George Peabody College, 
Nashville, receiving from the latter in- 
stitution, her M.A. degree in 1923. 

She has in the course of her profes- 
sional work taught in various capacities 
and on different levels of work. She has 
served as teacher in the rural schools 
of Tennessee, has taught French and 
Mathematics, and at present is teacher 
of Physical Education and Mathematics 
in the State Teachers College of Mur- 
freesboro, Tennessee. 

She has traveled extensively in Europe 
and America, and one of her hobbies is 
conducting tours of eager travelers 
through the most interesting and beauti- 
ful regions for sight-seers in America. 

At our Asheville convention, in 1939, 
“Miss Tommie,” as she is to all of us, 
was joint hostess with Miss Ruth Fitz- 
gerald of North Carolina, and we be- 
gan to feel at home and excited with 


thrills of expectation when we alighted 
at the hotel and met our cordial hostesses 
at the door, in true, friendly, mountain 
style. 

Miss Mary Hall, one of her fellow 
teachers at Murfreesboro, and a State 
Founder of Delta Kappa Gamma in Ten- 
nessee, sends the following tribute: 


“Among the list of persons whom hun- 
dreds of men and women, girls and boys 
may some day say they are glad they 
knew will be “Tommie Reynolds” name. 

Soon after Middle Tennessee State 
Teachers College was established in 
1911, it became evident that one of the 
most efficient members of the faculty 
was “Miss Tommie,” as she has been 
known to hundreds of boys and girls 
each year. 

As director of physical education and 
teacher of mathematics for many years, 
she has come in contact with all types of 
people and all kinds of trying situations. 

Her keen intellect and a very big and 
understanding human heart has enabled 
her to think through problems and an- 
swer questions which books never solve. 
To many boys and girls she has been a 
counselor and guide. 

In addition to the multitudinous re- 
sponsibility of teaching in two college 
departments and being sponsor of all 
the women’s athletics, “Miss Tommie” 
broadens her experience by taking every 
possible opportunity to travel. 

She has been to Europe and to prac- 
tically every state in the United States. 

A number of times she has conducted 
large parties on trips. These have been 
so efficiently planned and carried out 
that there is frequent demand for them. 
Her week-ends during spring and sum- 
mer are in constant demand for chap- 
eroning camping trips, which she dearly 
loves. 

When Delta Kappa Gamma was or- 
ganized in Tennessee, Tommie Reynolds 
was one of the most interested mem- 
bers. From the beginning she worked 
in her efficient manner to promote its 
growth. When the Delta Chapter was 
organized at Murfreesboro, Tommie 
Reynolds was made president. When 
the time came for a successor to be 
found for Dr. Maycie Southall “Miss 


. Tommie” was made State President. 


Only those who are closely associated 
with Miss Tommie can know what a 
ceaseless and untiring worker she is. 
No task is so hard but that to her it is 
a challenge, no responsibility so great 
but that she faces it with courage. 

If anyone ever wants any kind of job 
well done, she just gives it to Tommie 
Reynolds.” 

To this Dr. Maycie Southall adds: 

“T first knew Tommie Reynolds when 
she was a young physical education 
teacher of college freshmen. She made 
us realize that young women’s bodies 
could be educated as well as their minds,

but that either or both of these required 
an education of the emotions. The col- 
lege gymnasium was her classroom. The 
activity might be so simple as shoe 
lacing, or as complex as placing a bas- 
ketball into a well guarded goal, but all 
the powers of the individual were re- 
quired to be under control and directed 
toward the skillful accomplishment of 
the undertaking with the minimum of 
time and energy. It still embarrasses, 
as well as amuses, me to remember that 
twice during important interscholastic 
basketball games, I had to be taken off 
the team when most needed because I 
could not control my temper. This is but 
one of the many incidents I can recall 
of where her leadership, both of youth 
and of mature groups, showed an under- 
standing of the entire educational proc- 


ess and a guidance which was more con- 
cerned with developing desirable human 
behavior and relationships than with 
less important end products such as 
acquiring specific knowledges, tech- 
niques, or even winning the game. 

The same philosophy has characterized 
her leadership of the state organization 
of Delta Kappa Gamma in Tennessee 
during the past two years. Each and 
every member has respected and appre- 
ciated her democratic guidance. At all 
times she has been a comrade who dis- 
cussed with members and chapters their 
particular problems and gave the kind 
of guidance that made the individual 
and group increasingly self directive. 
For such leadership the Tennessee mem- 
bers are most appreciative. I shall never 
cease to be grateful to her for the many 


personal as well as professional services 
she rendered me during the two National 
Conventions of my administration.” 
These conventions have given other 
than Tennessee members a chance to 
know “Miss Tommie” personally; not 
merely through her messages in the 
Bulletin, though these were regular and 
interesting. We have liked her friendly, 
unaffected manner, we have valued her 
sound judgment and good common 
sense; we have admired and appreciated 
her willingness to make sacrifices to 
advance Delta Kappa Gamma interests, 
and we have loved her for her very gen- 
uine consideration of others and her 
desire to contribute to their happiness.

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Systematic Versus Haphazard 
Organization 


As Delta Kappa Gamma can proudly 
proclaim the organization of a number 
of “new” states, which have joined us 
in the last year, it may be well to do 
all in our power to start these new units 
in the ways that are prescribed by our 
Constitution. 

The Constitution fixes as the territory 
of a chapter, a county or a city. In cases 
only of sparsely settled regions may a 
chapter’s territory be larger than a 
county. In cases where one-tenth of the 
white women teachers of a county will 
not give a chapter of fair size, a county- 
group chapter may be formed; namely, 
a chapter with two or more counties as 
its territory. 

It is clear, therefore, that before the 
State Founders of a state undertake 
chapter organization, the state should 
be studied, and its entire territory 
mapped out for the formation of chap- 
ters. 

The first step to be taken is for the 
State President to write upon a map of 
her state, the number of white women 
teachers in each county and in each 
large city. She can then, tentatively, 
draw lines showing the territory of the 
chapters which her state may expect to 
have, when it is fully organized. 

She should next hold a meeting with 
the State Founders, in which the entire 
group will study this tentative plan, dis- 
cuss the plan, modify it as may seem 
best, and adopt a plan to be followed in 
chapter organization. Chapters of from 
50 to 100 members, as a rule, are better 
than smaller ones, but no chapter should 
have a territory so large that its mem- 
bers cannot easily hold monthly meet- 
ings. In sparsely settled regions, small 
chapters of from 20 to 25 members may 
be necessary. In some cities it may be 
best to plan two or more chapters, while 
in others, city and rural territory may 
be united. Plans should be formed to 
include rural teachers with urban groups 
where possible. Teachers of colleges, of 
private schools, and private teachers of 
special subjects, should be included in 
the state plan. 

When the Founders have adopted the 
plan, the map should be mimeographed 
and mailed to all State members, as well 
as to all the Founders. The President’s 
next task should be to get each State 
Founder to undertake the organization of 
one or more chapters, and state members, 
as helpers, should be assigned to the sev- 
eral Founders. 

It is by systematic organization, such 
as this, that the states most successful 
in Delta Kappa Gamma organization 
have proceeded. Nothing slows up or- 
ganization more in any state than the 
selection of state members in a hap- 
hazard way, with the idea that chapters 
will be formed “later on.” It is not a 
bad plan to secure, at the start, fifty to 
seventy-five prominent women as State 


members, provided that these are se- 
lected from all parts of the state, and 
that they serve to help Founders in or- 
ganizing chapters by recommending de- 
sirable members residing in their vicini- 
ty. But these State members should 
never be permitted to organize them- 
selves in groups with territory covering 
large sections of the state, and call these 
groups chapters. In a few of our states, 
such plans, in violation of the Constitu- 
tion have been put into effect, and in 
every instance, lack of systematic devel- 
opment of real chapters has resulted, 
and, usually, a very slow expansion of 
Delta Kappa Gamma in these states has 
followed. It should be borne in mind 
that no state has a legal right to set 
up a plan of organization not in con- 
formity with the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Constitution. 

An important fact for a State Presi- 
dent to bear in mind, is that she must 
take the lead in her own state. It is not 
sufficient for her to advise her Founders 
and approve their plans. She should be 
the leader in the formation of plans for 
systematic organization in her state, and 
she should be the best organizer among 
the sixteen Founders. 

Before beginning work, Founders 
should read the Handbook, pp. 36-42, and 
should write to the Executive Secretary 
for Order Blanks upon which to order 
the materials that they will need.

Policies of the Bulletin in Regard 
to the Use of Poetry, Song, or 
Verse 


HE Bulletin, like most magazines, de- 

sires to use verse of real merit, but 
such verses are hard to obtain. We have 
in Delta Kappa Gamma a good many 
poets of ability, but most of these find 
a market in magazines that can afford 
to pay for real poetry. 

The editor is glad to publish short 
verses of four to eight lines, as these 
can often be used as fillers. But even 
short verses should be in good meter 
and should express some originality. 

To merit publication in the Bulletin, 
verses should be melodious; faultless in 
meter and rhyme, if rhyme is used; 
should not be of a hackneyed or local 
nature; and should express a beautiful 
or humorous thought or fancy. 

The Bulletin does not desire to publish 
the following: 

(1) Verses applicable to only one 
chapter or one state organization. These 
may be included in chapter news letters 
and state messages. 

(2) Verses which are parodies on 
long-used poems, such as “The Psalm of 
Life,” “Hiawatha,” etc. Parodies on 
rarely used poems may be acceptable, 
particularly if humorous. 

(3) Poetry that has been previously 
published in books, magazines, or news- 
papers. These are particularly men- 
tioned, as a good many previously pub- 


lished poems have been sent in, and 
this explains why they have not been 
used. 

The Bulletin will publish the words of 
any songs which you send in, if these 
are approved by the National Music 
Committee and sent in to the Editor by 
that committee. We cannot publish the 
music of songs. Each song then re- 
quires a separate cut, and this is too 
expensive for the Bulletin’s budget. The 
Chairman of the Music Committee is 
Miss Mayme E. Irons, 1165 West Main 
St., Decatur, Illinois. 

We need some really humorous verses 
and do not object to nonsense verses, if 
good. 

Since writers can rarely judge their 
own verses, the editor suggests that all 
members who write any kind of verse, 
send it in, if they are willing to have it 
used in the Bulletin; the Bulletin will be 
glad to use all that is good enough, and 
there must be an understanding that no 
one’s feelings will be hurt if her contri- 
butions are not published.

The Mamie S. Bastian Texas State 
Scholarship 


T the Texas State Convention, last 
April, a vote was taken in naming 
the second and the third Texas State 
Scholarships for Eula Lee Carter and for 
Mamie S. Bastian, the two being named, 
and the order determined by drawing. 
For the scholarship named for Miss Bas- 
tian, somewhat more than $2,600 of the 
$6,000 was then on hand. 

After Miss Bastian’s serious illness 
last summer, a movement was started 
by the State President, Mrs. Edward E. 
Clack, and other members of the State 
Scholarship Committee, to complete, as 
soon as possible, the Mamie S. Bastian 
scholarship, that our beloved Mamie 
might know that the undertaking had 
actually been accomplished. The actual 
work in the undertaking has been done 
by Mrs. Clack. 

The proposal made by our former 
State President was that small chapters 
should give to this third state scholar- 
ship, all of their scholarship funds on 
hand, and that each other chapter should 
give to this fund, from its own scholar- 
ship fund, an amount equal to $1.50 per

When it is remembered that these con- 
tributions are from 47 of our 88 chap- 
ters, and that it is practically certain 
that the remaining 41 chapters will de- 
sire to assist in this undertaking, it 
seems practically certain that the re- 
maining sum, less than $1,000, will be 
contributed before the March Bulletin 
goes to press. A second report will be 
made in that issue. 


Some of the chapters failed to under- 
stand that the contributions are to be 
taken from their scholarship funds al- 
ready accumulated, and have been con- 
sidering ways and means of raising the 
desired amounts. This has caused some 
delay. Contributions will be accepted till 
the scholarship is completed. 

The proposal was to place this scholar- 
ship, like the other two, in The Univer- 
sity of Texas. There were three reasons 
for this. The first was that Mrs. Thrift, 
Miss Bastian’s sister, stated that it was 
Mamie’s desire that her scholarship 
should be placed in the State Univer- 
sity; the second was that the majority 
of teachers desiring to do graduate work 
in the state, wish to take this work in 
the State University; the third was that 
the vote of the Board as to where the 
Eula Lee Carter scholarship should be 
placed, went, by a large majority, for 
The University of Texas. 

In order that there may be no shadow 
of doubt as to the legality of the placing 
of the scholarship named for our beloved 
Mamie, our present State President, Mrs. 
Sadie Ray Powell, states that as soon as 
the foundation of $6,000 for this scholar- 
ship is completed, she will submit to the 
vote of the Texas State Executive Board 
the matter of the institution in which 
this scholarship shall be placed. :

Dr. Mc- 
Alister said that a new plan for financ- 
ing the State’s share of this fund is to be 
proposed to the legislature this year. 
This plan meets the approval of most of 
the members of the legislature and has 
few or no defects that any group can 
criticize. Under this plan, the State’s 
part will be transferred from the Gen- 
eral Revenue Fund to the State Accu- 
mulative Fund; no special tax will be 
advocated by the teachers since any 
money that goes into the General Reve- 
nue Fund would be available. The Gen- 
eral Retirement System will work for 
only $3,000,500 to meet the current ob- 
ligations for next year. The chief ob- 
stacles which seem to be in the way are, 
according to Dr. McAlister, an effort to 
keep the system tied to Old Age Assist- 
ance, an economy drive by taxpaying or- 
ganizations, private opposition of many 
in high office in State affairs and apathy 
on the part of the teachers, who do not 
understand how to estimate the value of 
the system for themselves or for the 
public schools in general. 

At the close of the summer session the 
Ph. D. degree was conferred by Ohio 
State University, Columbus, upon Miss 
Johnnie Christian. In November, Miss 
Christian succeeded Dr. Clara Tucker as 


director of teacher training in home eco- 
nomics in the Texas State College for 
Women. 


Dr. Cora Stafford has completed a re- 
vised edition of Art Appreciation Text- 
books, Teachers Edition, Vol. I-VIII. 
Books IV-VI were adopted last month in 
Texas for four years, beginning Sep- 
tember, 1941. Books I-III are on the 
present adopted list. 

Mrs. Mattie Lloyd Wooten was one of 
five persons from Texas appointed to 
attend the Women’s Centennial Congress 
in New York City, November 25 to 28. 

Miss Coreen Spellman received honor- 
able mention for her oil painting exhib- 
ited at the West Texas Art Association 
exhibit in Fort Worth.

Mrs. Mildred Boyle Webb 


N° CHAPTER of Louisiana has pre- 
pared a figurine, the picture of which 
is given above, to represent Mrs. Mildred 
Boyle Webb. Mrs. Webb was born in 
Tennessee on Sept. 29, 1842, and died 
in Minden, Louisiana, on May 28, 1921. 
She was graduated from the Minden 
Female College, Minden, Louisiana, an 
institution which claimed to be the sec- 
ond oldest college in the South. Later 
she served as president of this school 
for several years. She devoted many 
years to teaching, and gave her com- 
munity a life impressively setting forth 
admirable traits of a great teacher—a 
thorough literary training, and under- 
standing of character, a broad knowledge 
of world affairs, and a power to in- 
spire, not only students of her class 
room, but all with whom she came in 
contact. After her formal teaching ca- 


reer ended, she continued, to the time 
of her death, to instruct and counsel 
those who sought her for her wisdom 
and understanding. Among these were 
numbered all types and classes of the 
community, ranging from humble negroes 
to intellectual and spiritual leaders. Hers 
were the gifts and services of the true 
teacher.

In Memoriam 
Sarah Eleanor Dudley 


Alpha Chapter of Arizona has, 
since its last meeting, suffered the 
loss of one of its members, in the sud- 
den death of Sarah Eleanor Dudley, who 
died at her home in Tucson, October 
third, nineteen hundred forty. 

Miss Dudley was born in Kentucky and 
was a graduate of Vassar College and 
of Columbia University. She taught for 
several years at Vassar before coming 
west, first to San Diego and then to 
Tucson, where she joined the English 
Department of the University in nine- 
teen twenty-six. She was initiated into 
this society in October, nineteen thirty- 
nine, and in the few months of member- 
ship, she had served on the Publicity 
Committee, and worked with the group 
that wrote to Superintendent Rose, ask- 
ing him to consider women on equal 
terms with men for important positions 
in the public schools. 

Miss Dudley was remarkable for a 
balance between head and heart that 
gave her unusual wisdom, as it enabled 
her to combine swift penetration and 
logic, with humor and rich humanity; 
a genius for teaching that depended up- 
on an understanding of her students and 
her subject, and upon a gift for exposi- 
tion, dramatic presentation, and pungent 
phrasing that made whatever she said 
or did interesting; a devotion to duty, 
to friends, family and profession, and 
a gallantry in the face of adversity that 
amounted to heroism. A sufferer from 
critically bad health for many years, 
she never let this handicap dim her zest 
for life nor diminish her cheerfulness 
and courage. A striking tribute to these 
qualities was paid to Miss Dudley, last 
year, by the students of the University, 
who, by popular vote, selected her as 
first favorite among the women of the 
faculty. 

For the loss that her death brings to 
the teaching profession in general, and 
for the loss of an admired friend and a 
valiant spirit, this chapter feels keen 
sorrow and records with regret this the 
second blank in its membership roll.

Another stirring New York 
event, the Friendship Dinner of the 
American Woman’s Association, was giv- 
en to honor Mrs. Belmont for outstand- 
ing social service. 

The Founders of Delta Kappa Gamma, 
eleven years ago, had the vision of hon- 
oring women. They made this the first 
objective of our honor society. Failing 
indeed. is the chapter that lacks the 
knowledge of the social implications and 
the appreciations needed to utilize this 
channel for furthering the prestige and 
status of women. 

Gamma’s constituents have made 
skilled, thoughtful, generous effort, con- 
ditioned by appropriate choices, to honor 
women in our locality as quickly as is 
commensurate with our facilities, and 
to build as rapidly as possible a strong, 
competent organization. All praise to 
the individual members and to the Mem- 
bership Committee, Misses Sievers, 
Brower, Wilkins, Schlobohm and Mrs.

The roster of about one hundred gives 
Gamma Chapter a goodly number of 
members to rotate participation in the 
activities expected of Gamma. Rotation 
of service prevents overworking any 
group and is the democratic procedure 
which insures development and satisfac- 
tions to all. Widespread service makes 
for comprehension of the problems in- 
volved. Thus is insured the tolerant ur. 
derstanding of imperfect results inherent 
in free service rendered by unselfish 
groups already overburdened by profes- 
sional duties. The active workers of an 
organization almost automatically de- 
velop attitudes of mutual appreciation 
and gratitude. 

This year 77% of our membership are 
serving on committees. Many currently 
inactive made their contributions last 
year. The committee service is of high 
grade performance and is proof of the 
quality of our membership. With larger 
numbers, it has been possible to organ- 
ize all the committees and to work more 
intensively on the national program top- 
ic: Unjust Discriminations in Regard 
to Women. 


Group Study of the National Topic 

This is the third year that Dr. Neuner 
has led the Education Committee organ- 
ized to gather information for the Chap- 
ter on this topic. We agree with the 
National Program Chairman that our 
first need is to acquaint ourselves with 
the realities of this subject in terms of 
our environment. Women have, for so 
long, accepted discriminations that we 
are often not fully aware of the effect 
on our status. Those most favorably 
placed are not sufficiently aware of the 
plight of less fortunate fellow workers. 

All Gamma members who wish to par- 
ticipate in serious study are privileged 
to work with Dr. Neuner. For those who 
lack time, come Dr. Neuner’s verbal 
and mimeographed reports of the Com- 
mittee’s findings. At our November 29 
meeting, the Study Group, under Dr. 


Neuner’s inspiring leadership, distributed 
a questionnaire setting all chapter mem- 
bers, who can respond, to work getting 
information on the status of teachers in 
their school systems. The compiled find- 
ings will be discussed at a later meeting. 
Forum on the National Topic 

At our February 8 meeting, the na- 
tional topic will be amplified through a 
Forum set in motion by the Co-Chairmen 
of the Program Committee, Miss Marion 
Salisbury and Mrs. Esther Williamson, 
with Miss Gladys Fearon as Coordinator. 

Legislation Committee 

This Committee, with Miss Julia Rock- 
efeller and Mrs. Mabel Gorey as Co- 
Chairmen, recommended action of one 
bill seemingly hazardous to the status of 
existing teacher pension systems; a bill 
which attempts to combine teacher pen- 
sion funds with funds to be allocated for 
the social security of other workers. Ex- 
tension of social security is imperative; 
but sound teacher pension funds are best 
left where so long they have been safely 
administered. 
Voluntary Increase of the Scholarship 

Fund 

The Scholarship Fund constitutes a 
long-time project calling for patience, 
faith, courage, all the attributes needed 
for a woman-sized job! Gamma Chapter 
grasps the importance of this project in 
its relation to raising the status of wom- 
en in education. This year, again, volun- 
teers have come forward to increase 
Gamma’s Scholarship Fund, as suggested 
by the National Founders, beyond the 
small annual sum of the constitutionally 
required fees. Mrs. Irene Sweetman’s 
brilliant plan to cooperate with public 
organizations in presenting “The Ameri- 
can Way” netted us through refunds on 
chapter tickets the goodly sum of $26.00. 

Directly after this good news came 
word, through Mrs. Mary Baldwin, that 
the Ossining members generously 
pledged themselves to raise $20.00 more. 

The clever device to augment the 
Scholarship Fund, invented by Miss Mary 
Sartwell, our Parliamentarian, the Quiz 
on the Constitution, administered at chap- 
ter meetings, netted the Scholarship 
Fund in consequent penalties over $10.00 
at our past two meetings. 


The Initiation Committee 

A tribute is due this important group 
which, under its Co-Chairmen, Mrs. Avis 
Leach, Mrs. Anna Brady and Miss Hazel 
Smith, contributes an exacting task to 
our chapter. Its perfect planning and 
timing make possible the dignity ap- 
propriate to Delta Kappa Gamma’s beau- 
tiful ceremonies. 

Financing the Printed Yearbook 

For the first time our yearbook has 
been printed, due to the courage, vision 
and hard work of Miss Jennie Clark and 
her Committee. Larger membership 
made it possible to secure the needed 
donations. We accord honor also to past 
committees who made our first mimeo- 
graphed yearbooks.

Brady to plan a Chapter Card Party to 
finance the Yearbook of 1941. 


Chapter Finance Improved by Larger 
Membership 

Increased membership makes financing 
less hazardous and has released the 
Treasurer, the President and the Finance 
Committee from much anxiety. Some 
paid secretarial help is now possible for 
those so burdened with clerical tasks: 
the Membership Committee with its files 
and unescapable correspondence; the 
Treasurer, the President and the Cor- 
responding Secretary. 

Combining the Permanent Fund with 
the Available Fund, now permissible, 
provides financial relief. Gamma Chap- 
ter will thus be enabled to purchase 
needed “required” equipment.

Her topic 
was twofold: first, The Strategy Nec- 
essary to Have a Bill Shelved or Passed; 
and second, Maryland Legislation of In- 
terest to Women. The following sug- 
gestions on legislative procedures, which 
might be of value to other members of 
our society, are quoted from her speech: 


“To be effective at hearings:—Agree 
among yourselves. The favorite stunt of 
legislators, to play for time, will be to 
get the group arguing among themselves. 
While I was in the legislature I staged 
a model hearing. I secured some teach- 


ers. Then I drew up four points. Each | 


teacher talked on one point. When ques- 
tions were asked, it was said that some 
one in the course of the hearing would 
speak on that point. We put the whole 
thing over in about thirty minutes and 
no one was tired. Everyone remembered 
what each one said. The members will 
tell you that it was the most effective 
hearing we ever had. 


“It is an error to button-hole an over- 
tired member as he comes from the com- 
mittee rooms. Sometimes he takes it out 
on the women by making a curt reply, 
and at other times he votes against the 
bill. 


“Do not be too high-brow and talk 
over the heads of the committee men. 
Talk to them as you talk to your brother 
or father. Argue with them in a friendly 
manner. Always be friendly, be cour- 
teous, know your facts, and above all 
have a well-planned hearing. 


“In closing, I should like to leave this 
thought with you, there is no such thing 
as legislation that applies only to women. 
Every bill affects women from the time 
they are born until they die. You have 
to have a birth certificate. Public edu- 
cation prescribes what things you must 
know before you can study medicine and 
law. The law sets up income taxes, and, 
for your protection, tells you what foods 
you may buy. When you marry, it states 
whom you may and whom you may not 
marry; when you prepare for death, laws 
set forth certain things you must do to 
make a will. Laws affect your whole 
life, and this is something the women 
forget when working for women’s legis- 
lation alone. Every law affects us, wheth- 
er we like it or not. It is more and more 
necessary that women study legislation 
and work for it. Study the political plat- 
form, pick out the bills of state-wide 
character, and then decide that you will 
work for those bills.” 


Programs for the remainder of the 
year will include—a Hobby Lobby at the 
Woman’s City Ciub and an illustrated 
travel talk at the Maryland Institute. 
The final business meeting, at which 
new officers will be elected, will be held 
at Goucher Alumnae Lodge.

Progress of Delta Kappa 


NDER this heading, the Bulletin en- 
deavors to keep those interested in- 
formed at regular intervals as to our 
gains in membership.

Formation of the State Organizations of 
North and South Dakota, and of the
